Reds Spending People Like Allies

TOKYO (AP)—United Nations troops fell back on both 
ends of the 100-mile-long Korean front today. 

In the west they rolled back through Uijongbu, 11 miles 
north of Seoul. 

In the east they abandoned Yanggu and pulled back 
below the 38th Parallel. This was the last Allied hold in 
Red Korea on the active fighting front. 

In both withdrawals U.N. forces broke contact with 
Reds. The Allies also. broke contact south of Hwachon 
reservoir, and withdrew so rapidly a vast no-man’s-land 
was created on this east-central sector.

Panic Follows Explosion;

GIBRALTER (CP)—A Royal Navy ammunition ship 
blew up while unloading in this British fortress colony today 
and first reports said 10:persons were believed killed and 
more than 1,000 injured. The blast shattered windows in 
practically every building and caused panic among the 
population of about 18,000.

Churchill Not 
Coming To U.S. 
As Crisis Near 


LONDON (AP) — Winstdh | 


Churchill today canceled a 
planned trip to the United 
States because of the. British 
Government crisis. 

The Conservative Opposition 
leader and wartime Prime Min- 
ister said in a letter to Harold 
E. Stassen, President of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, that 
“events have happened which 
make it difficult for me” to 
speak at the university May 8. 

Churchill apparently was re- 
ferring te the upheaval in the 
Labor government cabinet which 
many observers feel opens the 
possibility of a general -election. 

Churchill did not mention the 
cabinet crisis in his letter. But 
it was clear the opposition leader 
wanted to avoid being out of the 
country at such a critical time. 

Churchill wrote Stassen: 

“I deeply appreciate the invita- 
tion with which you honored me 
to speak at the bicentenary of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
library on May 8. Since your 
arrangements were made, events 
have happened which make it 
difficult for me to fulfil the en- 
gagement now. I hope, there- 
“fore; you will allow me to post- 
pone for a while my visit to 
Philadelphia to which I look for- 
ward keenly.”

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The Doctrine Of Work 


EVIDENTLY STAGGEKED BY THE 

discovery,that the production of Can- 
ada per man-hour has been standing still 
for five years, Mr. Abbott concludes that 
we must all work “harder and longer.” 
That is obvious enough but other im- 
portant conclusions, as The Financial 
Post observes, must be drawn from Mr. 
Abbott's disturbing figures. 

The first is that the non-defence ex- 
penditures of government must be~held 
down since nearly every worker hired 
by any government is one more producer 
taken out of production. Government 
employees, however essential their work 
of administration, produce no goods, &x- 
cept, of course, those’ engaged in public 
works of various sorts. It is time, as 
The Post says, that governments. con- 
sidered carefully how much expansion of 
social services they can afford under 
present conditions, when ail the adminis- 
trators of these services “produce ‘tio 
goods, which they could be producing 
in non-governmental employment. (That 
essentially is the issue which split the 
British Government a few days ago:) 

The second conclusion from Mr. Ab 
bott’s figures on productivity is still 
plainer. It is that we can no longer 
afford the sheer economic lunacy~of re- 
tiring able and healthy workers by com 
pulsion at the fixed age of 65 or younger. 
All workers thus retired contribute nb 
more to our supply of goods. Their re 
TEETER E FERS GE PTONUC ITY aid 
thus impoverishes the whole population. 

The theory that men, retired early, 
somehow enrich the economy always was 


mathematically preposterous. 
when our great need is goods for de- 
fence and the civilian consumer, when 
the shortage of goods compared to the 
money supply is the cause of inflation, 
this doctrine of compulsory retirement is 
not only preposterous but extremely 
dangerous. 

Yet the very Government in Ottawa 
which tells us all] to work harder and 
longer insists on making its servants non- 
productive, a load on the community, 
usually against their own desires, when 
many of them are -still in their most 
useful and productive years. 

The same folly is practiced by pro- 
vincial and municipal governments and 
by many private concerns. How far 
must inflation go, how dangerous must 
the world situation become before this 
lunacy in abandoned? 

Thirdly, since we lack enough active 
workers to produce the goods we need, 
we should be encouraging more immigra- 
tion. We should be seeking in foreign 
lands for strong hands to increase our 
productivity. 

But despite all Mr. Abbott's exhorta- 
tion, despite the figures which tell us 
that Canada is falling behind other na- 
tions inthe struggle -for-increased- pro- 
duction, there is no sign that any of these 
lessons is to be applied by any of our 
governments. At the moment when our 
prosperity and perhaps our national life 
“must depend on-our willingness to work 
harder and longer Canada still seems 
bent on taking things easier. Our enemy 
does not make that mistake. 


Great Stride Toward B.C. Dream 


BRITISH COLUMBIA TOOK A LONG 
stride closer to achievement of its 
industrial dream yesterday with the 
announcement of plans for an immediate 
start on the Alcan project at Kitimat. 
Long in prospectythe undertaking now 
has the authorization of the parent com- 
pany. That is taken to mean that an 
estimated $23 million will be spent this 
year on the initial phase of the company’s 
$160 million first stage. Ultimat®ly an 
expenditure of $550 millions is planned. 
Yesterday's announcement said noth- 
ing of one of the basic factors thought 
to be a determining element in the 
creation of the Pacific Coast plant. That 
is the assurance of a sustained market 
for the industry’s output—a 
incidentally, which depends very 
on the United States. Fears had been 
entertained that American interests, seek- 
ing to protect domestic, less economical 
production, might succeed through a 
Washington lobby in excluding the poten- 
tial Kitimat aluminum, thereby threaten- 
ing establishment of the plant in B.C. 
The present tense world situation 
undoubtedly has altered the picture and 
the decision reached promises B.C., with 
its vast water power potential, a future 
which will further equalize distribution of 


industry throughout pers 

Great credit is du ands and Forests 
Minister E, T. Kenney, chief negotiator 
for British Columbia, and his colleagues, 
for the arrangements which have been 
made. Not only has the minister appar- 
ently achieved success in proving the 
merits of the provincial location for the 
plant. He has also placed himself on 
record to the effect that its introduction 
will not jeopardize other resource uses 
in the area to any great extent. Lake 
margins, which will be underwater when 
the entire project is complete, will be 
cleared and timber salvaged. Tweedsmuir 
Park will not, under those circumstances, 
be destroyed, but should be made more 
easily accessible through .road and other 
transportation development. 

What the establishment of the alumi 
num industry at Kitimat will mean to the 
economy of this province scarcely needs 
recapitulation, Beyond the creation of a 
new community and new payroll, it will 
provide grounds for subsidiary develop- 
ment throughout the wide area running 
eastward from Gardner Canal into terri- 
tory served by the P.G.E. 

Provincially and nationally the an- 
nouncement of an immediate start by 
Alcan carries vital importance.

AT a busy corner in downtown seattle 
stands. the most  statesmaniike 
American I have ever seen. He has a 
white plume of hair like Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s, a facé like a Roman senator's 
and the voice of Jove. All day he 
shouts certain sounds which, though 
not of any recognizable language, could 
al be recorded in these 
syllables: “Blop-purgle, 
blam - sheesh - murk - 
down - brokeback- 
whis - and peei.” Lis- 
tening to this vendor 
of newspapers one 
feels..that here is the 
authentic voice of de- 
mocracy engaged in 
the current debate on 
General MacArthur. 
If one didn’t know 
the American people (who are always 
so much better than they make them- 
selves appear by their outward symbols) 
one would be terrified by the Seattle 
newspapers. Mr. Hearst’s Post-Intelli- 
gencer runs a cartoon, half a page in 
size, showing Mr. Acheson as a drooling, 
idiotic Napoleon giving battle orders to 
a godlike figure of General MacArthur. 
Beneath the cartoon appears such a 
total distortion of American foreign 
policy as only the Hearst press, or 
Colonel McCormick, could imagine. 
Hatred of Britain, xenophobia bor- 
dering on hydrophobia, tsolationism, 
imperialisrr and the queer notion that 
the United States could and should run 
the world—all those old ghosts of the 
American past are paraded..across the 
pages of the Hearst press, doubtless 
from coast to coast. Mere gibberish. 
“Blop - purgie - blam - sheesh - murkdown - 
brokeback - whis-and peei”—that is the 
editorial policy of these newspapers. 


| EADING them, or listening to the 

radio, the foreigner may well 
imagine that the United States is on 
the verge of civil war, that angry mobs 
are riotingin the streets, the govern- 
ment close to dissolution. After a 
couple of days in Seattle I am happy 
to report that everything seems quite 
normal. 

No American mentioned General Mac- 
Arthur to me.I never heard his name 
in a restaurant, bar or store. The 
American people are engaged in a great 
debate which may settle the fate of the 
world but they are going about their 
business as usual]. If all foreign peoples, 
instead of listening to the radio and 
reading the hysterical utterances of 
statesmen could spend a day, or even 
an hour in an American city the world 
would feel much more comfortable. 


HAVING listened to the Roman senator 
and read his newspapers, I went out 
to Lake Washington ‘and there fell into 
conversation with an aged Negro gentle- 
man who was sitting on a camp stool 
with a fishing rod in his hand, I will 
not say he was fishing since, as he 
admitted, he had sat there off and on 
for many years without a single bite, 
but he was thinking, he was enjoying 
himself, he was being an American. 
He said that while he had never 
caught a fish so far you never knew 
when one would come along and any- 
way it was nice sitting in the sun by 
the beautiful lake and watching all the 
people enjoying themselves along the 
shore. He said it made you feel good 
just to be alive among such people. He 
waved his hand at the lake, the’ white 
mountains and the skyline of America. 
“What a country!” he said here was 
language you could understand. 


‘yNE wished that Mr. Hearst could 

speak English like that old Negro. 
One wished that all the frenzied pro- 
phets, sick with xenophobia and hydro- 
phobia, could get out on a quiet lake 
instead of fishing in the dark and 
troubled waters of international hate 
But one came away from there feeling 
that there was more real Americanism 
in this humble colored man, and in the 
crowds of happy holiday-makers, ‘than 
in all the screaming which foreigners 
take for public debate. “Blop-purgle- 
blam-sheesh-murkdown - brokeback - whis- 
and peei” suddenly becomes .intelligible 
dn-such surroundings. .- 


It becomes still more intelligible 
when you stroll through the noble cam- 
pus of Washington .University..and -see 
the students at work in overalls and 
cotton shirts, with books under their 
arms, or stripped for a track meet in 


- the stadium. These future leaders of the 


try and sanity about-them, 


ANOTHER thing one notices in Seattle 

is fhe relative cheapness of most 
manufactured goods. The price of 
women’s clothes, for instance, makes the 
Canadian housewife’s mouth water. The 
price of automobiles, refrigerators, radios 
and gadgets of every sort makes the 
Canadian realize vividly what the pro- 
tective Canadian tariff is costing: him 
every day of the week. That is some- 
thing he can never understand from 
speeches in Parliament or the statistics 
of budgets. He will understand it all 
right when he looks {nto an American 
store window. 

Not enough Canadians, I suppose, 
ever look into such a window to alter 
the peculiar national lunacy by which 
we imagine that. we grow richer by 
keeping up the price of goods. Not many 
of us realize that. the tariff is one of 
the main items in the cost of living. 


QE thing: you do. realize, however, 

even after two days in Seattle, is 
that the United States and Canada are 
two different countries for all their out- 
side resemblance. No one so far has 
been able to explain this subtle difference 
but you begin to sense it from the T.C.A. 
plane as soon as the lights of Victoria 
gleam below you. They make a smal! 
glow, a tiny wink in the immensity of 
the Canadian earth, but they are the 
lights of home and, uhintelligible to the 
stranger, they spell out in the darkness 
@ message which only the Canadian can 
read.

More Men To Make More Jobs 


Industry 


THE opinion of Mr. W. F. Holding, 

president of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association, that Canada must 
nearly triple her population within the 
next 30 years to realize her destiny, has 
resulted in many arguments pro and con 
in the news and editorial pages of Can- 
ada’s press. 

But the concensus appears to be that, 
however difficult the realization of such 
a population increase would be, its 
achievement would certainly better this 
country’s standard of living through ex- 
panded utilization of Canadian raw ma- 
terials which in turn would lower taxa- 
tion. Its achievement would result, too, 
in the manufacturing of a wider variety 
of domestic’ consumer goods at reduced 
costs and would provide much bigger 
markets for farm products. 


The Toronto Financia] Post looks at 
the immediate manpower situation with 
unjaundiced eyes and says: 

“We haven't jobs and we haven't 
houses for immigrants, some labor offi- 
cials told Ottawa the other day. 


“That just doesn’t make sense. If we 
haven’t the houses, then we certainly 
-have the jobs. 

“Let's bring in these people and let 
them go to work building houses if the 
unions will let them. A lot of unskilled 
labor could be used in that sort of work 


and many of the immigrants we could 
get know something about the building 
trades anyway. 

“By the time they finished the neces- 
sary houses, these people will have 
learned enough of our language and 
customs and resources to develop other 
job opportunities providing work for 
themselves and for many Canadian-born 
as well.” 

But let’s look at the long range pic, 
ture. What would be the additional bene- 
fits accruing to. Canada if our population 
Were in some reasonable proportion to 
our land size? 

We would have added to our strength 
to such an extent that our dependence 
on the United States. for assistance 
against attack would be greatly dimin- 
ished. We would have sufficient tax- 
payers to carry the high overhead of a 
thinly populated country. We could dis- 
pense with the policy of exporting raw 
materials to the detriment of the expan- 
sion and development of industrialization 
in Canada. We would have relieved some 
of the dangerous population pressure on 
the overcrowded Old World and given 
fellow human beings an opportunity to 
better conditions for themselves and 
their families. 

These benefits contain much food for 
solid thought. The thought, in turn, calls 
for action.

Will He Whittle 
- Down To Size?

‘THE FIRST round it certainly Mac 
Arthur’s. His speech to Congress, for 
all its obvious histrionics, was a brilliant 
performance of its kind. Indeed, however 
much MacArthur may wish to “just fade 
away,” the MacArthur personality is now 
clearly a major factor 
in American politics, 

In the long run, the 
impact of the MacAr- 
thur personality on the 
American voters is sure 
to exercise a decisive 
influence on domestic 
politics as well as for- 
eign licy. _ Certainly 
the sg h to Congress 
was a great personal 
triumph. But too tow- Stewart 
ering a reputation at the start may 
actually be a disadvantage in the end, 
Here it may be worth recalling the im- 
pact of the MacArthur personality on 
one American voter—this reporter. 

The time was almost two yeqrs ago, 
in Tokyo. It is impossible to describe the 
atmosphere of downright idolatry which 
then surrounded MacArthur. By both 
Japanese and Americans, even those who 
privately disliked him, MacArthur was 
regarded as more than human, It was 
symptomatic that his proper name was 
almost never used—instead he was called 
“Scap,” or “The Supreme Commander,” 
or “The General,” or simply and rever- 
ently, “He.” When the usual visiting 
fireman's interview with MacArthur was 
arranged for this reporter, one distin- 
guished American journalist even went so 
far as to predict that it would be “an 
unforgettable spiritual experience.” 

With this sort of preparation, it was 
perhaps natural that this reporter’s reae 
tion should be surprise tinged with disap- 
pointment. Gen. MacArthur is a most 
remarkable individual, but he is after all 
not a god, but a man—extremely human, 
oddly old-fashioned in manner, trans- 
parently patriotic, often very shrewd, 
sometimes quite moving when he speaks, 
sometimes simply theatrical. But to ex- 
pect a god and find a man, however 
unusual a man, is disappointing. 


COUNTRY’S REACTION 


Those who are organizing the Admini- 
stration’s counter-attack—and make no 
mistake about it, MacArthur's speech was 
an attack on the Administration, and the 
most effective since the war--are count- 
ing heavily on a similar eventual reaction 
in the country. They believe that Gen. 
MacArthur has been oversold, as much 
by the drama of his initial appearance 
as by the excesses of his idolators; and 
that if he is not permitted to “fade away” 
he will sooner or later be reduced to 
human proportions? 

This is one reason why the Administra- 
tion is counting heavily on the forthcom- 
ing sessions of the Foreign Relations and 
Armed Services committees. Testimony 
by Defence Secretary Marshall—who is 
after all not “in lay cireles” on military 
matters—and the Joint Chiefs is planned 
to provide the background for questions 
which pro-Administration Democrats can 
then ask MacArthur when hc appears. 

MacArthur will be asked, for example, 
why he believes the measures which he 
proposes will end the “prolonged inde- 
cision” which he deplores. The chief basis 
for MacArthur's assertion that his views 
are “fully shared ... by our own Joint 
Chiefs of Staff” appears to be that plans 
for the operations he proposes were in- 
deed made under the direction of the Joint 
Chiefs. But these plans were approv 
only on a contingent basis, and the Joint? 
Chiefs will probably testify that such 
operations could not defeat the Chinese, 
and thus end the fighting.
